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Review Board Takes Action 
An Editorial 


HE Alberta Board of Review, under the Farmers’ 

Creditors Arrangement Act, has now taken a firm stand 
and fixed five per cent as the maximum interest rate on 
the hundreds of judgments being rendered in favor of 
debt-ridden farmers whose debts are being cut down to a 
payable basis. Some nine hundred cases are still in the 
hands of inspectors under the Board of Review and Hon- 
ourable Mr. Justice Charles R. Mitchell, Chairman, states 
that rapid progress is now being made with these cases in 
arrears and early settlements will be effected 


Interest rates of 7, 8 and 9 per cent, levied on the 
primary producers of Western Canada, are the direct cause 
of the collapse of the private as well as the public debt 
structure in Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. When 
a vicious, dishonest “Sound Money” policy was imposed, 
coupled with an unfair “Special Privilege” tariff policy, no 
farmer in the three prairie provinces had a ghost of a 
chance to make a decent living for himself and family, let 
alone a reasonable profit on farming operations. 


Honourable Charles A. Dunning, Minister of Finance, 
has laid down a progressive, far-reaching policy under the 
Farm Loan Board and the Dominion Housing Act, intended 
to enable the farmer and urban home-owner to borrow at 
the maximum rate of 5 per cent. The financial institutions 
have, so far, failed to co-operate and the policy is not, as 
yet, fully effective, but active steps are being taken to 
make ample funds available for constructive loans in all of 
the nine provinces, in the near future 


Alberta has already passed legislation prohibiting the 
collection of interest in excess of 5 per cent on any and all 
classes of debt, now and in the future. Other provinces 
will, undoubtedly, follow with similar legislation, to protect 
their citizens, 


In view of the unwillingness of our financial institutions 
to make a voluntary reduction, it would be well for the 
Dominion Government to seriously consider making usury 
in excess of 5 per cent a criminal offence. Apparently 
nothing short of this will put a stop to the present ex- 
orbitant interest rates.
